wrong, but Ihoro' was tho example. The 
example was dangerous, for man was an 
imitative animal. A thousand things were 
done liy imitation. Housos were built by 
Imitation, and the dresses of the audience 
wore by imitation, and every drunkard 
was so by imitation and example. The 
man who, after 
seeing his associates 


drink does so never expecting to bo a 
drunkard. The young man says that per- 
son drinks, that other man drinks, that 
church member drinks, and they do not 
become drunkards; therefore, it will not 
hurt me or make me a drunkard if I take 
ono drink, and thus makes tho falal mis- 
take, and dies a drunkard.
